The Columbia University president, 


whose appeal was sent to Tokio by the 
Rengo News Agency, said he counted 
himself a friend of Japan and termed 
"unfair" the laws restricting Japanese 
immigration lo the United States. 


Describing his message as one of 


frankness, Dr. Butler said the govern- 
ment of Japan "is at the present mo- 
ment putting in gravest danger all the 
great and honorable reputation wrich 
her people have so finely won,

'Gentle massage of the abdomen oc- 


casionally aids movement in the large 


, 
bowel. When massage is applied -to 


' muscles, it stimulates them and aids 


removal of the products of muscle ac- 
tion. When a muscle acts, it uses up 
oxygerl and 'develops lactic acid. 


Experts in massage recognize sev- 


eral different types of motion, which 
are used for specific purpsoses. First 
/, there fa^'sfroking movement, with the 


pabn of the hand applied firmly and 
evenly away from the extremities and 
toward the heart. Purpose of this 
movement is to aid in draining the 
veins in the skin and thereby to im- 
prove the circulation of the blood. 


A light and even stroking of the 


skin 'away from the heart and toward 
the extremities is believed by some 
masseurs 'to help relax muscle spasms. 


When there are 'thickenings of the 


tissue under the skin and when the 
muscles are stiff and sore, another 
movement is applied to loosen up the 
thickenings and the stiffness of the 
'muscles. This is called 'friction. 


It involves a rather circulatory 


movement which must be applied very 


' Carefully not to cause pain or aggra- 


vate the condition it" is 'planned to 
benefit. 


In the case of athletes-whose mus- 


cles are hardened and stiff after sev- 
eral exercises, kneading movements 
'are used. '•• Here the fingers are chief- 
ly employed, the tissues being grasp- 
ed between the fingers and the thumb 
as these are moved up and down. You 
: must be careful to avoid hurting by 
•pressing too hard. 


Sometimes the whole hand is used 


in grasping and sometimes the two 
hands are used to wring the muscles 
or to shake 'them. These are the most 
useful movements in aiding recupera- 
tion of athletes. 


Another type of movement is tap- 


ping with the palms of the hands, the 
sides of the hands, or the closed fists. 
The chief purpose of such movements 
is vibration. 


Nowadays various forms of electri- 


cal vibrators provide this kind of mas- 
sage even better than they can be pro- 
vided by use of the hands. However, 
you must understand what you are 
doing with an electrical vibrator, be- 
cause this also will produce harm if 
used to excess or in the wrong way.

4 Factors Involved in Parenthood 
This' I think, is the secret of calm 


content and rich harvest in our fami- 
lies as we grow older. A secret built 
around the same philosophy of ac- 
ceptance that includes some of these 
things: 


First, we cannot fit any child into 


a groove. 


Second, we can not expect our opin- 


ions to be theirs when we send them 
out into the world to be educated and 
learn other people's opinions. 


Third, we must not confuse inde- 


pendence with cruelty or indifference. 


Fourth, we must not eat our hearts 


out because we have been unable to 
give them what we so often miscall 
"opportunities." 


Concerning the pattern. One might 


as well plant a seed and then tell each 
of its resulting branches exactly whinh 
direction to grow as to expect the 
child to conform in every respect after 
he or she is old enough to generate 
independent thought and action.

As to outside influence how can we 


I expect our children to be untouched 
by the forces of school and society 
when much if not most of their lives 
are spent out of the home? 


And neither should we forffet that 


young people seething with life and 
their own hopes will not eternally 
walk on eggs and spare our feelings if

brittle shells or 


ubiquitous nerves that are always get- 
tine under foot. 


Why should we sniffle and weep? 


They love us. They are not cruel 
The trouble here is still comparable 
to the ruthless growing force of the 
plant. It will grow, and even snlit 
through a hard rock to do so. But 
you cannot prevent its expanding. 


And last, no parents needs to feel a 


futile guilt because he cannot make 
his boy a football captain or leave 
him a fortune.

! you. Give them ten or twenty years 
and you will find they have succeed- 
ed and developed beyond your imagi- 
nation.

Twin Nature of Life Is 


Carried Down to the 
Very Smallest Cells 


PITTSBURGH, Pa.—(/P)—The main 


cause of evolution, possibly even the 
evolution of the human race, itself, has 
been traced by a scientist to duplicate 
genes, "spare parts" among the tiny 
units of living matter that control 
heredity in every living thing. 


Evidence pointing in this direction, 


showing that these "duplicate" genes 
or twin units of heredity are the real 
main spring of evolution, the orig- 
inal source of all new species of an- 
imals and plants, was presented to the 
American Association for 
tMe, Ad- 


vancement of Science Sunday by Dr. 
M. Demerec of the Carnegie Institu- 
tion of Washinigtion. 
."Genes" are tiny units of living mat- 
ter that exist in every cell of the hu- 
man body and all other living things, 
and transmit hereditary characteris- 
tics from generation to 
generation. 


Genes passed on to you from your par- 
ents determine whether you will be a 
blonde or brune tte, tall or short, stock 
or slender. Genes are so small that 
Dr. Demerec thinks a molecule, or 
small bundle of atoms. 


New species originate from 
twin 


genes because only one of the twins 
is needed to help carry on the life of 
the cell in which it lives. The other 
twin is free to carve out a separate 
career often turning out to be some- 
thing quite different from the other 
twin.

How much of this will get to Con-
